It is incredible that the squad- 
ron could have passed Gibraltar 
unmolested except with the con- 
sent of Great Britain, Nor is it 
likely they could have departed 
from their base at Toulon with- 
out the approval of both the Vichy 
and German governments, There 
was, therefore, a difference of un- 
derstanding concerning their pur- 
Pose and from the meager details 
at hand it looks as if General De 
Gaulle was deceived. 

After the 
Youlon, it was stated they were to 
join the British fleet, presumably in 
the English channel. But later de- 
velopments imply General De 
Gaulle believed they were to oper- 
ate in support of the Free French | 
government, which had been ex- 
tending its control over central Af- 
rica
